Parochial  Versus  Public  Schools  . . . 


School  Aid  Plan  Causes  Controversy 


WASHINGTON,  March  16  (UP)— Presi- 
dent Kennedy’s  hopes  for  calm  discussion  of 
the  religious  issue  in  his  school  aid  plan  got 
an  acid  test  today  before  a house  education 
subcommittee. 

KENNEDY  TOLD  his  news  conference 
yesterday  he  hoped  the  argument  over  whe- 
ther parochial  schools  should  share  in  fed- 
eral aid  to  education  would  not  heighten  re- 
ligious prejudice  in  this  country. 

A house  subcommittee  was  told  yester- 
day that  Kennedy's  proposal  to  give  public 
and  privately  operated  colleges  $350  for  each 
federal  scholarsliip  student  they  accept  con- 
flicted with  the  President’s  arguments 
against  direct  aid  to  parochial  grade  and 
high  schools. 

DR.  EDGAR  FULLER,  speaking  for 
state  superintendents  of  education,  also  said 
the  Kennedy  plan  for  a $1.5  billion  (B)  class- 


room loan  program  that  would  include 
church-run  schools  appeared  to  go  over  the 
line  between  legal  federal  aid  to  religious 
groups. 

But  HEW  secretary  Abraham  A.  Ribicoff  | 
said  earlier  the  two  bills  were  entirely  dif-  j 
ferent,  and  the  assistance  offered  to  the  col- 1

City  Details 
On  Housing

Details  of  the  proposed  new 
married  students  housing  project 
for  Brigham  Young  University 
were  explained  Wednesday  night 
at  a public  hearing  by  Sam  F. 
Brewster,  director  of  BYU  Physi- 
cal Plant  Dept. 

THE  PROJECT  has  not  yet 
been  approved  for  construction 
by  the  University  Board  of  Trus- 
tees and  administration. 

It  would  include  24  residence 
buildings  with  4J2  apartments 
for  married  students  and  their 
families,  plus  an  administration 
building  fronting  on  Ninth  East. 

BLUEPRINTS,  prepared  by 
architects  Smith  and  Needham, 
show  each  complex  formed  by 
four  buildings  in  a quadrangle, 
with  a grass  courtyard  in  the 
center.  Three-story  buildings  are 
planned. 

Parking  areas  are  provided 
for  a total  of  569  cars,  and  a 
peripheral  road  encircles  the  en- 
tire village.  Entrances  will  be 
on  Ninth  East  only. 

THE  CENTER  of  the  trapezoid 
is  reserved  for  a park  and  family 
recreation  area,  with  lawns  and 
trees,  sandpiles,  ball  diamond 
and  playgrounds  to  keep  the 
children  in  the  center  of  the 
cluster  of  residences  and  away 
from  traffic.  As  a further  safety 
precaution,  the  university  would 
pipe  the  canal  underground  at 
the  north  end  of  the  site. 

Central  laundry  facilities  will 
be  provided  in  the  interior  of 
the  triangle. 

PLANS  CALL  for  411,295 
square  feet  of  floor  space  under 
roof.  Bj'^  comparison,  the  new 
Helaman  Halls  of  seven  resi- 
dence buildings  contain  285.369 
square  feet,  with  42.550  addition- 
al in  the  Cannon  Center. 

The  new  project  will  be  con- 
structed by  lift-slab  method,  By 
this  method,  all  of  the  concrete 
floors  and  roof  are  poured  on 
the  ground,  one  on  top  of  the 
other.  They  are  lifted  into  place 
by  hydraulic  jacks  and  their 
steel  collars  welded  into  place 
on  the  steel  girders. 

THE  BUILDINGS  will  not  be 
identical,  although  they  will  pre- 
sent a united  and  harmonious  ap- 
pearance. Nor  will  all  of  the 
apartments  be  the  same,  the 
plans  specifying  168  one-bed- 
room  apartments.  264  two-bed- 
room apartments,  and  30  three- 
bedroom  apartments. 

The  entire  area  would  be  con- 
structed of  painted  concrete 
block  with  extensive  use  of  white 
cast  stone  grillework  and  painted 
stucco  paneling.  Balconies  or 
porches  for  all  apartments  will 
open  on  the  courtyards. 

IN  ADDITION  to  various 
numbers  of  bedrooms,  apart- 
ments would  include  an  all-tile 
bathroom,  kitchen  with  most 
modern  appliances,  including 
garbage  disposal  units,  and  at- 
tractively decorated  living  room. 
Individual  gas  furnaces  are 
planned  for  each  apartment.

Bryant  Jacobs  and  Lawerence  Morris,  neighbors  of  the 
proposed  project  and  professors  [ 
at  BYU  joined  with  those  who 
felt  the  project  would  upgrade 
the  undeveloped  area.

THE  TASK  of  gathering  the 
over  300,000  volumes  in  the  BYU 
library  collection  from  the  vari- 


ous branch  libraries  on  campus , 
and  placing  them  in  the  new  | 
building  fails  to  S.  Lyman  Tyler, 
director  of  libraries,  and  his 
staff. 

Until  1951,  all  books  and  peri- 
odicals were  centralized  in  the 
Grant  Library.  During  the  next 
few  years,  expansion  was  so 
great  that  all  materials  could  not ' 
be  accommodated  in  the  Grant] 
building  and  books  were  placed 
in  subject  libraries  in  the  Eyring 
Science  Center,  McKay  Bldg, 
and  Smith  Family  Living  Center. 

BOOKS  THAT  could  not  be 
accommodated  in  the  central 
library  system  were  also  housed 
in  the  Joseph  Smith  Bldg.,  Brim- 
hal  Bldg.,  the  basement  of  the 
McKay  Bldg.,  and  in  a down- 
town warehouse. 

The  staff  must  gather  all  these 
books  in  and  integrate  them  into 
a centralized  system  again.

“ONE  OF  OUR  biggest  prob- 
lems is  that  we  will  have  only 
about  three  weeks  to  actually 
move  the  collection,”  said  Miss 
Naoma  Rich,  library  staff  mem- 
ber. 

The  second  session  of  Summer 
School  ends  Aug.  25.  Up  until 
that  time,  the  library  must  serve 
the  students  attending  the  sum- 
mer sessions.  With  Fall  Semester 
beginning  at  the  end  of  Septem- 
ber, the  staff  will  have  to  do 
some  hustling  in  order  to  have 
the  collection  placed  in  the  new 
library  for  returning  students 
to  use. 

‘TO  HELP  facilitate  the  actual 
moving,  everything  wil  be  plan- 
ned on  paper  first,”  said  Miss 
Rich. 

Miss  Rich  uses  floor  plans  and 
architecural  drawings  of  the  new 
library  to  place  books  in  the 
same  general  subject  area  in  a 
specific  place  in  the  library. 

IN  PLANNING  to  move  the 
history  books  for  example  to 
the  library,  Miss  Rich  first 
assigns  this  block  of  books  to  a 
certain  level.  Books  in  all  areas 
will  be  shelved  in  open  stacks 
so  students  will  have  free  access 
to  them. 

Stacks  are  a system  of  seven 
shelves  standing  seven  and  one- 
half  feet  high.  Each  shelf  sec- 
tion measures  three  feet.  Each 
section  will  be  filled  about  two- 
thirds  full.  The  extra  space  will 
allow  for  expansion. 

‘WE  ADD  about  30,000  books 
a year  to  the  collection,”  said 
Miss  Rich. 

Miss  Rich  knows  the  number 
of  books  included  in  the  history 
group.  She  can  then  assign  the 
number  of  shelf  units  needed  to 
hold  that  number  of  books. 

THE  NUMBER  and  shelf  posi- 
tion of  each  book  is  noted  on  a 
master  plan.  Every  book  in  the 
library  collection  will  be  boxed 
according  to  their  number  and 
shelf  position. 

When  the  boxes  of  books  are 
sent  over  to  the  new  building, 
it  will  then  be  a simple  matter 
to  place  them  on  the  correct 
shelves. 

THE  FIRST  level  of  the 
library,  which  is  below  ground, 
will  house  the  social  science  vol- 
umes and  the  documents.  Sci- 
ence and  technology  books  will 


be  shelyed  on  the  second  level. 

The  Reserve  Library  and  an 
Undergraduate  Reading  Collec- 
tion will  ocupy  part  of  the  sec- 
ond level.  The-  Undergraduate 
collection^wil  contain  about  5,000 
selected  titles  in  multiply  copies, 
comprising  a total  collection  of 
about  20,000  volumes. 

THESE  TITLES  will  help  stu- 
dents to  do  general  reading  in 
all  subject  areas.  They  will  pro- 
vide basic  information  in  fields 
other  than  the  student’s  major 
or  minor,”  said  Miss  Rich. 

The  third  level  or  ground 
floor  will  be  a general  service 
area.  The  circulation  desk,  re- 
ference room,  current  periodi- 
cal reading  room,  catalog  area 
and  administrative  offices  will  be 
placed  there. 

Bound  periodicals  will  be  in 
tergrated  with  books  on  the 
same  subject.  If  a student  wants 
a book  dealing  with.  English 
grammar,  he  will  also  find  peri- 
odicals which  treat  that  subject 
in  the  same  area. 

BOOKS  IN  the  field  of  phi- 
losophy, religion  and  history,  as 
well  the  Special  Collection  area, 
will  be  placed  on  the  fourth 
level.  The  record  library  and 
books  in  the  humanities  and  arts 
will  be  housed  on  the  fifth  level. 
Miss  Naoma  Rich  and  S.  Lyman 
Tyler  consult  floor  plans  of  the 
new  library  to  decide  where  the 
history  collection  will  be  placed.
